Bombs From Air Wate a. Night 
mare to Them 

London, — First’ hand information 
as.to the results of: the. bombing’ ‘of 
Bruges gives a vivid idea of why the 
Germans, as the . British ~ aerial 
‘strength developed, wanted to find.a

“One gazes amazed at the, ‘gigantic 
work involved in the defensive forti- 
fications,” declares'a writer just back 
fromi Bruges: ' “Bombs from the air 
became a’ nightmate to the (Germans. 
Alf the. dock area. is full ‘of bomb 
holes. Pontoons, sheds, wharves and 
dugouts covered with reinforced con- 
crete are in ruins, One heavy bomb 
struck ‘a destroyer in a pontoon dry- 
dock and. destroyed, beth vessel and 
pontoon. Another pontoon ‘was so 
badly damaged that the Germans 
blew it up, together with the subma- 
rine in it. The latter now lies in 
‘halves, the bow in the remains ofthe 
pontoon and the stern blown ‘on’ the 
bank of the canal. "*

with a total export of almost 70,000 box- 
es, while enormous strides forward have 
aleo been made in other -lines such Qas 
pears, peacties, plums, etc. In tomatoes 
the crop Inst year ran over 16,000. crates 
of the rips sort, and attother 4,000 crates 
of green, while in potatoes just under 400 
tons were shipped to prairie points, .The 
yield of strawberries, which was. below 
‘ pormal owing to a dry spell in the mid 
dle of the-ecason, was over 10,000 crates, 
while almost 7,000 crates of raspberries 
were also shipped.
